eyes.. The case is regarded as .a very 
unusual one and it is puzzling the 
medical fraternity.

in Philippines. 


Manila, Jan. 3.—Solicitor General 


Araueta, in a written opinion, sus- 
tains Governor Taft's contention that 
he is not in a position to intervene 
regarding the possession of Roman 
Catholic .property seized by independ- 
ent Catholics, and that the courts 
must settle the question. 


The adherents of the independent 


Catholic church have seized several 
churches and convents and in some 
instances native parish priests havo 
seceded, continuing in possession of 
the churches, and defied the new pas- 
tors appointed by the Roman Cath- 
olic authorities. 
Archbishop Guidi, 


the papal delegate, has formally re- 
quested Governor Taft to dispossess 
the independent Catholics and re- 
store the Roman Catholics, and to 
use the constabulary in so doing, if 
necessary. But the governor has de- 
clined to do so, holding tnat such 
action is beyond the powers of the 
executive. 
He also advised an ap- 


peal to the 
courts nnd cnbled the 


facts to Secretary Root, who sus- 
tained him. Attorney General Wil- 
fley concurs in Solicitor General 
Araneta's opinion, which Governor 
Taft will forward 
to Archbishop 


Guidi. It is expected that the latter 
will institute proceedings to oust the 
independent 
Catholics, who claim 


that much of the church property 
belongs to the people. 
It is not 


thought that the incident will effect 
the friar lands negotiations proceed- 
ing between Governor Taft and Arch- | 
bishop Guidi.

it in the future. Meredith and Hardy, 
moreover, who were, of course, not 
mentioned in tho plebiscite, belong 
rather to the past than to the present, 
for they have long since made their 
reputations and there is no one who 
can take their place. 
Our greatest 


living writer, Mr. 
Kipling, is 
a 


writer of short stories rather than of 
novels, and all the best men shine 
more in short than in long stories. 
For the time being we are in a period 
of transition, but there can be no 
doubt that the novel will before long 
flourish as it used to, for never was 
Uicre n. greater demand for fiction 
than there Is nowadays. 
But it is 


pretty clear that so far the great men 
to come have not yet begun to write, 
or, at any rate, to publish.—London 
Globe.

From the 
valley they can be traced southward; 
they are numerous in the districts of j 
Amecameca, and they occupy, though 
probably largely mixed with the 
Nahuan branch of Tlahuitecs. entire 
villages near and in the mountainous 
country between Cuautla and Cuer- 
navaea, in the state of Morelos. In 
this last named region there are in 
particular two large villages, Tetel- 
cingo and Cuautepec, in which the 
Aztec-Nahuan descendants not only 
speak trie pure Aztec language and 
know but little Spanish, but they also 
preserve their ancient dress and an- 
cient way of building their dwellings. 
In both of these villages the natives 
are almost free from mixture with 
whites. 


To estimate the number of pure- 


blood Aztec-Nahuan descendants still 
in existence is very difficult. 
The 


Aztec language is still used by at 
least 1,000,000, probably more, of 
the natives of Mexico.

Would you like to make a pilgrim- 


age to the land of our Saviour? To 
pass through the remote country dis- 
tricts He traversed, and tread per- 
haps the same 
stones 
He 
trodP 


.Would you like to go there, as did 
the wise men of old, riding for days 
at a time over 
trackless 
-wastes, 


guided only by the light of day and 
the stars at night? To do so one 
must become a nomad, content to 
ride and camp and endure hardships, 
and one must also desire very much 
to see the promised land. 


Many tourists every year 
visit 


Jerusalem and Joppa and .the coast 
cities of Phoenicia, but that is not 
seeing Palestine. 
To do that one 


must leave the railroads, which do 
not penetrate into the interior. But 
before the railroads are left behind 
it is quite necessary for the sake, of 
safety to make up a party. 


A Chicago woman, Mrs. Laura F. 


Alexander, has recently 
returned 


from a pilgrimage 
into the very 


heart'of the Holy Land, and she tells 
a wonderful story of the wild and 
dangerous regions of Palestine and 
of 
the 
comparative comfort with 


which the trip was made, owing to 


the fact that a large party of tour- 
ists had been formed. 
They were 


English and 
Americans, 
and by 


planning out the whole trip before- 
hand they managed 
to make the 


dangerous journey )from Jerusalem 
up to Baalbec without 
unpleasant 


incident. 


A wild country is the Holy Land 


of today, and the home of our reli- 
gion, whose history is one of the 
oldest of the world's 
nations, 
is 


nearly as hard to visit now as in the 
days of the crusaders. 
There are no 


trains, no roads', no inns. There are 
enemies, and everywhere the bare, 
lonely desert, whose 
monotony is 


broken only . by 
the impenetrable 


mountain ranges. Mountains are on 
all sides, shrouded in the mystery 
of their dangerous passes where lurk 
the treacherous Arabs, ready to way- 
lay the unprotected traveler. They 
have no homes, these Arabs. 
They 


gather in large family groups for 
protection against 
others of their 


kind, and wander with their flocks 
before 
them, ; sometimes 
settling 


down for a time 
in a cluster of 


wretched huts, which only by cour- 
tesy could be called a hamlet. The 


soil gives almo»t nothing in the way 
of food. Therefore they steal. 


Knowing this, a traveler 'Wjll be 


well guarded. The trip is mad* on 
horseback, and for the twenty-eight 
tourists who composed Mrs. Alex- 
ander's party a caravan of flfty-twp 
men and ninety-five beasts was nec- 
essary. 
This was the procession: 


Two dragomen, six waiters, 
two 


cooks, eight grooms, two palanquin 
leaders, thirty-two 
tent 
erectors, 


forty-two horses, thirty-nine' mules 
and fourteen donkeys. . The mules 
carried the baggage, which nieant 
bedding, food and' dining appurten- 
ances, besides the sixteen, tents. 


It was like starting a ship for a 


long cruise to make ready to cross 
Palestine, and as the caravan left 
Jerusalem's gates it was an imposing 
sight. The dragomen are the guides, 
and one is always the first, the other 
always the last. 
The rest of the 


party could go as they pleased, but 
they had always to keep within the 
limits of the dragomen. Unless the 
first dragoman kept ahead the party 
would inevitably have been lost in 
those trackless wastes. 
The other 


dragoman never allowed straggling 


or tired tourists itp.'^fej. behind him,' 
lest some one might* be Ipst or fall a 
prey to the Arabs. 
' 
• 


Many found it hard to keep up, 


for the roads are all but impassable. 
Only the strong 
and adventurous 


should undertake 
such a journey. 


Even with the comforts of a well- 
managed party it is a strain, 
for 


there are almost two hundred miles 
of rough country to be traversed. 


The party was twenty days on the 


.road, and even then had 
to start 


early every morning, usually at 5 
o'clock. 
But still earlier had an- 


other portion of the caravan started, 
and after the tourists had put in a 
forenoon of travel they would see 
.before jthem, white and glistening, 
the luncheon tent, which, with the 
tent erectors and cooks, had preceded 
them. Then, while they ate, drank 
and rested, another part of the train 
went on before, bearing the other 
tents, so that when the afternoon's 
journey was over again a promise 
of comfort appeared in the form of 
the dinner tent. 
This was always 


so pitched that the travelers would 
reach it about 5 in the afternoon, 
and as soon as they arrived tea was 
served to them. 
After that all re- 


tired to their individual tents, which 
were up by this time, and rested or 
dressed for dinner. 
"Five o'clock tea and dressing for 
dinner in a desoit Truly that was 
camp life de luxe. And the dinner 
was itself a wonder, for each night 
several courses, with changes of 
plates were servefl. As for the sleep- 
ing 
tents, these-; .were furnished 


with cots,•mirrors'and;other toilet ar- 
rangement's. 
And everything was 


carried by the long-suffering mules! 


The tents were guarded at night 


to prevent robbery on the part of 
the Bedouins; but in spite of all pre- 
cautions 
two 
mules were stolen 


while the camp was stationed near 
the Sea of Galilee. 
Sometimes,the 


caravan would meet a few evil* 
looking Bedouins, skulking 
alonjjf 


and casting glances of hatred tdward 
the strangers, for Christians are de- 
spised in the native laafof our Lord. 
Occasionally, too, the '.- Americans 
passed large bodies of . pilgrims, 
mostly Russians, going up to Jerusa- 
lem and banded together 'fti'r safety. 


Our travelers were going., jjist the 


other way, and after lenving-^Jeru 
lem the road to the north led them 
by hard climbing to continually 


higher land. Wonderful, indeed, the 
panoramas that were stretched be- 
fore them, after they had mounted 
the steep heights. The river Jordan 
followed them on from the Holy City 
to gracious Samaria, where lovely 
oriental pictures were to be seen by 
the artist eye. Fascinating maidens, 
clad in the graceful garments of the 
east, passed over the 
crumbling 


walks and steps, and, bearing their 
pitchers, met by the ruins of some 


voijfef-lsjl-to talk together, as in the 
Aay&'of Kebecca. 
And then, on to 


Nazareth and the Sea of Galilee. 


Passing these often-visited spots, 


the party entered upon the rougher 
stages of the trip^TJefore Damascus 
was reached many/, Rights had to be 
scaled, and the greatest risk of all 
and the greatest hardship was in the 
rough ground over which they had 
to pass. Boati it could not be called, 
for in most places not even the trace 
of a path was seen. A narrow track, 
which only the guide could see, led 
over rocks and along the edge of pre- 
cipitous cliffs. 
It required all the 


fortitude that a rider could summon 
to ride, up the steep ways, like steps 


cut in the rocks, where, as Mr. Alex- 
ander said, it seem»d as if the horse* 
had to jump from one big stone to 
another. 


They 
passed 
over 
snow-peaked 


Mount Hermon, the highest moun- 
tain in Palestine. From these-eleva- 
tions the strange barren country be- 
low appeared, doubtless, much as w« 
have seen it through the eyes of the 
great Frenchman, Tissot. 
Endless 


yellow wastes, scattered over with, 
stones, and here and there a patch of 
vivid green. 


In Damascus all tourists revel la. 
|> 


the wonderful bazaars, and many * 
piece of fine oriental embroidery, 
hoarded for centuries by the womett 
of some ancient family of the desert, 
was picked up by the eager Ameri- 
cans. From Damascus to Baalbec tha 
riding is less arduous, and the ruined J 
temple of the sun at the latter place,| 
in all the grandeur of its fallen 
beauty, is worth riding twice as fa 
to see. An easy ride from BaaJJ,^ 
to Beirut ended the trip, and ti—J 
the travelers emerged fromthe pal 
archal land of the ancients, dlsmif. 
their caravan and took ship for 
newer nations of the west, the re 
promised land. 


The recent coal famine sent the 


price of oil up with a rush and the 
eyes of all turned to the Indiana and 
Pennsylvania fields as being at the 
present time the chief area In oil pro- 
duction. Indiana last year produced 
one-third of the petroleum of the 
United States, and the yield is con- 
stantly increasing, says the Indian- 
apolis Sunday Sentinel. 
There are 


several oil sections in the state, one 
of the most extensive being around 
Alexandria. 
Here hundreds of acres 


are given over to oil wells, power 
houses and pulls on which formerly 
were raised the finest corn in the In- 
diana crop belt Much of this land 
could yet be farmed, but so long as 
the farmer can sit still and count his 
$10 or ?20 a day per well he is not 
likley to return to the plow and 
await the uncertainties of corn and 
wheat crops. 


The conversion of a crop belt into 


an oil belt is a most Interesting 
metamorphosis. First there are the 
fields of waving corn and grain, with 
all the accompaniments of rural 
sights and sounds and peaceful, wide- 
ly scattered homes. In places per- 
haps oil flouts on the waters of little 
streams and springs ooze, brackish 
and discolored, and traditions there 
are of mighty medicine men among 
the Indians, extracting a lubricant 
from marshes nearby. 
Old men at 


corner groceries for years discussing 
the probability of there being "pay- 


ing sand," but no one risks his hard- 
earned cash in a precarious venture 
to ascertain for sure. 


Then some day arrives the enter- 


prising prospector examining clays 
and sands and rocks. He reports to 
his employer, who shortly arrives 
and electrifies the farmer by an offer 
to lease his whole farm at so much 
per acre, generally 50 cents to $1 per 
year, and one-eighth of the results. 
After the lease is drawn up the 
driller appears on the scene and ex- 
citing times begin for the farmer 
scene and «x ilodaw iladw iwadtwa 
lads. The driller in employed by a 
firm of contractors, who 
contract 


with the lease owner to drill so many 
feet for so much money, generally 
from 80 cents to $1 a foot. The oil 
strata, or "sand," as is the vernacu- 
lar, run from 875 feet to 1,000 f«et 
in depth, making the drilling of a 
well cost from ?500 to ?1,000. 


The drillers' arrangements for be- 


ginning work are somewhat elabor- 
ate. He It is who erects the pictur- 
esque derrick, so characteristic of oil 
belt scenery. With his rigging up, 
he starts his drill to going and the 
hole in the ground is soon under way. 
The use of the derrick is to give him 
the necessary height 
above the 


ground for the manipulation of his 
rods and casings. 
An oil well is 


simply a hole drilled large enough 
to admit a pipe. It may be of any 
depth into the bowels of the earth. 


An oft-told joke in the oil regions is 
that on the man who wanted to go 
down an oil well. 


When oil is reached in the hole the 


shooter is sent for, for work on the 
wells is very much specialized. The 
shooter is employed by a nitro-glycer- 
ine company, who have a magazine 
in the neighborhood, and he comes I 
bringing his wagon of torpedoes, or ; 
long tin shells with a conical point, 
inclosing nitro-glycerine, and lowers 
from fifty to two hundred and fifty 
quarts of the deadly liquid into the 
well through the casing. 


The proper amount being deposited 


and all hands being at a safe dis- 
tance, the "go-devil," a heavy chunk 
of iron, is dropped and its concus- 
sion sets oft the explosive. 


A most dramatic moment is it 


when a well is being shot, for a for- 
tune or a failure, poverty or riches, 
depends upon what follows. 


The deep rumble of the subterran- 


ean explosion is followed by a burst 
of projectiles from the small opening 
of the well, a black, greasy cloud 
may fill the air, and that is .good to 
see, for it means success and a prom- 
ise that a full flow of oil will follow, 
and the well perhaps be a gusher, the 
desideratum of every oil man. 
If 


there is simply a cloud of black, 
dry dust, ead it is for the man who 
has put his only thousand dollars 
Into this, nature's great slot ma- 
chine. 
For this drilling for oil is 


largely a game of chance and a com- 
plete failure may follow a success, a 
"duster" be within fifty feet of a 
"gusher." 
A little miscalculation 


may lead to drilling too deep and get; 
a salt well, totally worthless, or a 
burst of flaming gas may follow the 
drop of the "go-devil" and 
defy 


human power to extinguish the roar- 
ing flames. Too much nitro-glyccr- 
inc may be used, or too little. 
A 


hundred things may spoil a well, 
which, 
under 
favorable 
circum- 


stances, might be a good one. 


When oil is struck, if It is of suf- 


ficient force to flow to the top of tin! 
well, it is run into a big tank holding 
from 250 up to 500 barrels and often 
more. A doily yield of twenty-five 
barrels and even fifty barrels is 
sometimes reached. From the collec- 
tion tank the oil Is pumped by a force 
pump to the oil station, maybe a mile 
or two away, where it is thrown into 
a big tank for transporting to the 
refineries. It is measured before it 
leaves the tank at the well by the 
oil man, who uses a graduated stick, 
called a "thief." At the oil station 
are sets of powerful pumps, which 
are connected in all instances with 
the pipe line, from fifty to two hun- 
dred miles in length, one at least 
of which always runs within reach- 
ing distance of the oil well, for the 
producer does not market further 
than to sell it to some big company. 


The pipe lino, which is made of 


four-inch piping,'^as pumping sta- j 
tions at intervals -^Jrhicli. pick up the 
oil and shove it along with from 600 
to G75 pounds pressure. 
Oft-times 


this line gets clogged up with par- 
affine from the oil and the "traveler" 
must be introduced. This is an 
auger-like tool, just the size of the 
pipe inside, with sharp steel wings. 
This implement travels along, cut- 
ting the accretion from the sides of 
the pipe and opening up the line, be- 
ing driven by tho pressure behind. 
It 
travels at the rate of about 


twenty-five miles a day. 
There are 


no short bends in the pipe and so it 
never stops. 


The pressure on the pipe line is so 


high that an enormous amount of 
oil travels through it in a short time, 
ita normal capacity being about 1,000 
barrels in twelve hours, or, at the 
present price, about $850 worth. Oc- 
casionally a break occurs and much 
oil is wasted before the pressure 
drops in tho pumping station and 
gives warning. A telegraph line is 
maintained over the entire route and 
each engineer must also be a good 
telegraph operator. 
Hourly reports 


of pressure arc sent along the line 
from station to station .and nothing 
is done by guess. 


As an instance to show the power 


of the pressure, the talc is told of 
a farmer who thought it would be a 
good thing to tap the oil line where 
it ran through his farm and get fuel 


free. 
He attempted-' to do so and 


when the drill dropped through the 
pipe into the oil at a 65Q«pound pres- 
sure, it blew the drill Tjftck through 
his body, and he was*^tound later, 
covered with a pool of oil, dead, as 
the result of his dishonesty. 
No 


farmer has tried to rob an oil line 
since. 
'!*" 


The oil as it comes from the well is 


of heavy, specific gravity, dark in 
color and rich with salty water. This 
crude petroleum is received at the re- 
flnerics, through which the pipe lines 
lead, and it is there transformed 
Into products of commercial value. 
Not only illuminating oil, but many 
other commodities arc produced, not- 
ably lubricants, drugs, flavors, per- 
fumes, anphaltum and vaselines. 


In all Its branches it Is a great in- 


dustry, employs an army of men, has 
millions of dollars invested in It and 
is bringing wealth to the favored 
section where the precious fluid is 
found, placing many of Its Inhabi- 
tants in opulence beyond the dreams 
of avarice, and incidentally benefit- 
ing the whole country. 


Every oil field teems with trage 


dies. The tales of the oldest inhab- 
itants sounds like leaves from the 
"Arabian Nights." 


Fortunes are made and lost in a

western Pennsylvania, 


where the winds still bring, not the 
perfumes of Araby, but the pungent 
odors of crude and refined petroleum, 
one winter's afternoon, more than 
thirty years ago, John D. Rockefeller, 
billionaire now, then a poor 
mer- 


chant, took his first plunge In oil. 


He took it literally, too, for he was 


immersed to the waist in a mixture 
as black as coal tar and smelling 
as strongly to heaven as the numer- 
ous refineries of petroleum that Mr. 
Rockefeller has since been Instru- 
mental in scattering throughout the 
United States. 
r 


Prior to making this visit to the 


Pennsylvania fields Mr. Rockefeller 


' had dabbled a little in oil, but he wan 


not thoroughly convinced that it had 
a great future. He departed for his 
home in Cleveland profoundly Im- 
pressed by what he had seen and be- 
gan at once to enter actively Into the 
oil market, and his companion of 
that day, who recently died at Palnes- 
ville, Ohio, attributed it tc thfi fact 
of Mr. Rockefeller's amusing mis- 
hap. 


"He simply 
got into oil and he 


couldn't get out," was the manner In 
which Mr. Rockefeller's first visit to 
an oil well was referred to. 


Franklin Breed, now deceased, well 


known in the early days of the oil 
excitement in western Pennsylvania, 
and for the last few years enjoying a 
wide acquaintance In northern Ohio, 
took the world's oil king to see his 
first oil well. 


At that time Mr. Rockefeller was 


the Junior partner 
in a Cleveland 


commission house, with which Mr. 
Breed, who was a miller at Tltus- 
ville. Pa., had business dealings. 


•When oil first began to be "struck' 


In western Pennsylvania, Mr. Breed 
who was thoroughly conversant with 
the country, decided to invest In a 
well, says the. Ohio State Journal 


And I wish," said he in later years 
when telling the story, "that I had 
decided to purchase mills for as much 
money as I could borrow." 


One day while in Cleveland, Mr. 


Breed met Mr. Rockefeller face to 
face. The latter grasped his visitor 
by the hand and sold: "Breed, you 
are just the man I want to see. What 
do you think of this oil business 
down in Pennsylvania? 
I've been 


doing a little in oil myself, but I 
would like to get some information 
from a man of experience as to the 
probability of the flow being perma- 
nent and the business a future suc- 
cess. Do you think there Is money 
in it?" 


"Yes, Mr. Rockefeller, I do, most 


assuredly," was the reply. "I think 
there are barrels of money in Penn- 
sylvania at this day in return for 
barrels of oil." 


'You have formed that opinion, I 


imagine, from your own experience 
in Pennsylvania?" 


'I have," replied Mr. Breed. "But 


say, why don't you come out and 
look over the field yourself?" 


"I don't know but what I will," 


was the reply. "I never have seen 
an oil well in operation and I will 
arrange to meet you in Titusville at 
your convenience." 


So a day was set for the journey. 


Conditions were rather 
wild 
and 


primitive in those days. Travel from 
Cleveland to Titusville w«s 
slow, 


behind the puffing, wood-burning lo- 
comotives, and parlor cars did not 
provide any comforts en route to the 
oil country. 


But Mr. Rockefeller arrived at Ti- 


tusville and found his host, who had 
prepared two saddle horses for a 12- 
mile ride through snow ana upon 
road* little better than trulls. To 
have attempted to UBS n vehicle of 
any kind would hav« been Impractl- 


Petroleum Center, where the wells 


at that time were in operation, was 
little better than a wilderness. Tho 
ride was long and dreary, but the 
destination of the future oil king 
and his companion was finally reach- 
ed, and they alighted 
from 
their 


horses where the road became Im- 
passable and prepared to take the 
footpath for tbe last quarter of a 
mile. 


Just before they reached the wells 


a gully lay before them across which 
was a narrow log for a footbridge. 
Beneath this, filling the bottom of 
the gully, was the refuse from tho 
wells, and it consisted of everything 
that goes to make petroleum un- 
pleasant to the sense of smell as 
well as that of touch. 


"Mr. Rockefeller told me," said 


Mr. Breed when relating the story, 
"that he never could cross that log 
in the world. 'Isn't there some other 
way to get over?' he 
asked 
me. 


'That's the only way, Mr. Kockefel- 


i ler," I replied, 'and I'll go first to 
show you how.' I crossed over and 
turned around to help him only Jn 
time to see him fall and become Im- 
mersed in tha greasy mass be7ow. 


"He took it rather good-naturedly, 


I'll say that. He looked up to me and 
remarked, very 
dryly, 
'Breed, I 


guess you have got me in the oil bus- 
iness, head and feet.' " 


After Mr. Rockefeller had been 


helped to the solid ground Mr. Breea 
procured some barrel 
staves 
and 


scraped off as much of the tarry mix- 
ture as he could. However, 
Mr. 


Rockefeller's clothing and the light 
ovsrcoat he wore were ruined. 


Notwithstanding the accident., Mr. 


Rockefeller 
insisted 
upon 
seeing 


everything in connection 
with tho 


wells. He wixu nbundantly satisfied, 
and in the course of an hour taey 
set out upon the return, journey, Mr. 
Rockefeller purchasing new clothing 


at Titusville before he returned to 
Cleveland. 


"It was only a day or two after 


that," so Mr. P-rced used to conclude 
his story, "that I got an order from 
Mr. Rockefeller for a carload of oil, 
and I got more after that. He always 
maintained every time that I met 
him that I was responsible lor mak- 
ing him nn oil refiner and an oil mer- 
chant, and I rather took most of the 
credit to myself, too. But he mafle 
a great deal more out of oil than ever 
I did."

"Washington, Jan. 3.—Senator Hoar 


has made public the anti-trust bill 
which he asked leave before the sen- 
ate adjourned for the holidays to 
introduce. 
The bill goes to the com- 


mittee on judiciary, of which SenaiiSF 
Hoar is chairman. 


The measure provides for publicity 


of a sweeping character as to the af- 
fairs 
of specified corporations nnd 


joint stock companies, requiring elab- 
orate statements 4?nua"'y from their 
officers as the condition o£ their con- 
tinuing to engage in interstate or 
foreign commerce. The officers are 
required to give pledges-not to vio- 
late the la-w. 


The attorney general is authorized 


to demand from any corporation its 
reasons for selling or carrying any 
article at cut rates and unfair com- 
petition intended to cripple or ruin 
business rivals or dealings in re- 
straint of trade nre punished by fine 
or imprisonment, or both. Persist- 
ent violators ot the law lire prohib- 
ited from engaging in interstate or 
foreign commerce. 


The bill makes every corporation 


official violating the law personally 
liable for all debts and obligations 
contracted during his term of office. 
The 
attorney general is to have 


$300,000 to use in enforcing the law. 


TEXT OF THE MEASURE. 


The full text of the measure is as 


follows: 
" 


"Be it enacted, etc., that the pro- 


visions of the statute of February 4, 
1887, chapter 104, entitled, 'An Act 
to Kegulate Comiftercc,' 'and nil ad- 
ditions thereto; nnd of the statute of 
July 2, 1890, chapter 647, entitled, 
'An Act to Protect Trade and Com- 
merce Against Unlawful Bestraints 
and Monopolies,' shall continue in 
force and shall in no wise be held to 
be limited, restrained or repealed by 
this act. 


"Section 2. That the attorney gen- 


eral is authorized to employ any pro- 
fessional or other nssistnnce which 
may be deemed necessaiy or desir- 
able to prosecute offenses under this 
act or under the acts hereinbefore 
mentioned, to which this is an addi- 
tion, or to make investigation into 
the same, nnd for that purpose the 
sum of $500,000, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated out of nny money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


DUTIES OF COBPOKATIOWS. 
"Section 3. That from and after 


the thirtieth day of June, in the 
year 1904, no corporation, joint stock 
company or other association whose 
stockholders are not personally lia- 
ble for their debts created by nny 
state or territory shall engage in 
romTrifTr-p with furrleri 
nations or 


among the several states or continue 
to curry on such commerce unless it 
shall comply -with the following con- 
ditions: 


"1. It shall file a statement in the 


office of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, signed and sworn to by its 
president, its treasurer, its general 
manager and a majority of its direc- 
tors, or by the persons exercising the 
powers usually exercised by such 
officers nnd directors of such corpor- 
ations, joint stock companies nrul 
other associations, on or before the 
fifteenth day of September, in the year 
1904, and shall on or before the fif- 
teenth day of September in each year 
thereafter file a like statement for 
the year ending with the thirtieth 
day of June in said year, respective- 
ly, showing: 


•'2. The amount of 
its capital 


stock. 


"3. The market value of the same. 
CASH AND CAPITAL STOCK. 
"4. How much of the same has 


been paid in in full in cash; or, if the 
same has not been paid in in tull in 
cash, what has been received by said 
corporation, joint stock company or 
other association in lieu thereof and 
the value of whatever r.hall have 
been so received by it. 


'•5. The names of all the officers 


and 
directors of said corporation, 


joint :;tock company or other associ- 
ation and all sigents trusted with 
tho nrmagemcnt of its affairs. 


••G. The amount it has paid in 


dividends during said period, the rate 
pf percentage of such dividends and 
times of paying- the same. 


"7. A statement of all the stock 


owned by it of nny other corporation, 
joint stock company nr other rissocia- 
tion, specifying the corporation, joint 
stock company or other association 
and the number and value of sharps 
in each; tha nninunt of its own stock 
held by other corporations, joint stock 
companies or other associations nnd 
the value thereof; and the amount of

deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding ip5,000 
or by imprisonment not to exceed 
one year, 
or by both said punish- 


ments, In the discretion of the court. 


"Sec. 5. That no corporation, joint 


stock company or other association 
shr.ll engage in commerce with for- 
eign nations or among the several 
states, a majority of whose stock is 
owned by or controlled 
or held in 


trust for any manufacturing or oth- 
er corporation, which in the course 
of its 
manufacture or production 


conducts its- business 
or any part 


thereof in a manner which would be 
prohibited by this act, if it were so 
conducted in the course of such com- 
merce with foreign nations or among 
the several states. 
PUBLICITY FOB ALL BECOBDS. 


"Sec. 6. That all tho books of rec- 


ord and papers of every such corpora- 
tion, joint stock company or other as- 
sociation entratred in commerce with 
foreign nations or among the several 
states shall be subject to inspection 
by the attorney general of the Unit- 
ed States or by any agent he miy 
designate for that purpose, and sucli 
corporation, joint stock company 01 
other association shall at such times 
as he shall prescribe make suctt fur- 
ther returns, verified as itoresaid, 
as shall be by him prescribed either 
by general regulation or by special 
direction. 


"Sec. 7. 
That any president, di- 


rector, treasurer, officer, corporator, 
copartner, associate or agent oC such 
corporation, joint stock company or 
other association who shall in it- be- 
half do anything by this act prohib- 
ited to such corporation, joint sto~k 
company or other association nr who 
shall support, vote for, aid or abet 
or take part in doing such action by 
said corporation, joint stojk 
com- 


pany or other association o'r any in- 
strumentality thereof shall be liable 
to the penalties 
by this act pro- 


vided. 
PBOHIBITIONS AS PENALTIES. 


"Sec. 8. That no corporation, joint 


stock company or other association, 
after the 30th 
day of June, 1904. 


shall manufacture or produce any 
article which, in the course of busi- 
ness, is habitually sold and delivered 
beyond the state in which it is man 
ufactured, whether by said corpora- 


tloxx, joint stock company or ther 
association or by sub»equent 
pur- 


chasers thereof, and which shall, iu 
the course oJ ;ts own domt'sllJ 1 usi- 
ness, do any of the acts or things 
prohibited to be done by this act, 
shall engage in commerce with for- 
eign nations or among ths several 
states. 


"Sec. 0. That any 
corporation, 


joint stock company or other associa- 
tion, ^hat sh'&Vl' have been twice ad- 
juoged to hav"At violated the provi- 
sions of the act,J>r either o£ the acts 
mentioned .in section; Jvhereoft by the 
final judgment o'f( any court having 
jurisdiction,' of^'the;- question, in any 
civil suit 'or' proceeding 'which said 
corporation, joint stock company or 
other association shall have been a 
party, who shall thereafter violate 
this, or either of said acts, shall no 
longer be allowed to engage in com- 
merce with foreign nations or among 
the several states. 


"Provided, That such prohibition 


shall only be enforced after such 
corporation, joint stock company or 
other association shall have been en- 
joined against further engaging in 
such business or after an informa- 
tion or suit brought 
in a United 


States court of competent jurisdic- 
tion by the attorney general _ in be- 
half of the government. It shall be 
the duty of the attorney general in 
any case, unless he shall be satisfied 
that such corporation, 
joint stock 


company or other association has de- 
sisted and abstained and will in fu- 
ture desist and abstain 
from such 


violation, to enforce 
the provision 


by proceeding either by information 
or by indictment, as he may in his 
discretion think best. 


"Any corporation, joint stock com- 


pany or other association which shall 
be charged with violating this act, 
and any president, director, treas- 
ure, off.ccr or ?.Scr.t thereof, T-r-y b- 
joincd as a party in any proceeding, 
civil or criminal, to enforce this act. 


GUABDS PUBLIC NEEDS. 


"If, in the judgment of the attor- 


ney general, such corporation, joint 
stock company or other association 
against which any civil proceeding 
may be instituted be one on which 
the public is so depending that the 
interruption of its 
business 
will 


cause serious public loss or incon- 
venience he may, in his discretion, 
refrain from proceeding to obtain a 
decree which will absolutely prevent 
the continuance of suchj|business and 
may apply for a limited or condi- 
tional decree, or one to take effect 
at some future day, as the public 
interests may seem to require. And 
if. In the judgment of the court be- 
fore whom such proceeding may be 
pending, tho 
interruption 
of the 


business of tho defendant corpora- 
tion, joint stock company or other 
association will cause ouch 
serious 


public loss or inconvenience the court 
may decline to enter an absolute de- 
cree enjoining It against proceeding 
with its business and may enter a 
modified or condition decree, or such 
decree to take effect nt a future time 
as justice shall require. The court 
may also in its discretion 
enjoin 


such officers or agents or servants 
of such corporation, joint stock com- 
pany or other association from con- 
tinuing in its service and enjoin any 
corporation, joint stock company or 
other association 
from 
continuing 


their employment therein, as the case 
shall seem to require. 


ADDITIONAL PENALTIES. 


"Sec. 10. That any 
corporation, 


joint stock company or other associa- 
tion, and liny ijicaiueiit, 
iircstar, 


treasurer, ofiicer, corporator, copart- 
ner, associate or any agent thereof, 
who shall in its behalf after the 30th 
day of June, in the year 1904, en- 
gage in such business in violation of 
this act shall for each offense, in ad- 
dition to such penalty for contempt 
as the court in case of disobedience 
to its lawful order my impose, bo 
punished by a fine not 
exceeding 


S5,000 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both said pun- 
ishments, in the discretion of the 
court. 


"Sec. 11. 
That every president, 


treasurer, general manager, agent or 
other person usually exercising the 
power of such officers of any corpora- 
tion, joint stock company or other 
association, who has himself in its 
behalf violated, united to violate or 
voted for, or consented to the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this 
act, shall thereafter 
be personally 


liable for all the debts and obliga- 
tions of any such corporation, joint 
stock company or other association 
created while such person held such 
office or agency, whether under the 
same or subsequent elections or ap- 
pointments."

low, and love Him always. "And 
thy 


house:" Paul does not. mean that for 
the. jailer's belief the household shall 
be saved, but that belief in C'hrist is 
the condition of salvation for him 
nnd them alike. 


The magistrates may have been in- 


fluenced by a further investigation 
of the trouble of the day before, or 
they may have connected the. earth- 
quake of the niglit with their treat- 
ment of the two religious teachers.
